!• Backgrounds 

' The HC/SB/7/1XB, CL _H not with tbe Praaident of tba 

BNR, M« ilbrantolilk. In Faila In Daoerdier 19$5 while on a BSJSOI qterational 
survey trip r~ II3 expressed Ute view that the 7«S. Oovernaeat 

was destrous or aaintiurong cootlnoed oontact with the EKB. Ihe DC of DOB 
farther noted that the possibility of mmlng BEDSOZ operations in eonjunotloo 
ahd with the Imoaledge of the BBS was poaslblei not on the bilateral arrange- 
■ant whlnb existed during the 1950*193t( period, but rather one of cfri lateral 
action eantral solaly ^ the 0.8. OovenaMat, the only exception to this 
arrangeoent balng the dlspoeltlon of the IntelUgenoe *taloe.* If <*rardwg the 
oonrse of any oparatlonal activity enploylng BHR assete, both Internal end 
eoctemal, Infomation received of valne to the BHt would bo relayed to them. 

H. Abaramtehik agreed to this ariengenent and further talks in Puls were 
tezwdnated with the understanding that speolfle operational details and 
planning woold be eontimed in the 0*8. upon the arrival of Abramtehlk later 
in the year. 

2. 10 Saptenbers 

a. Abrantehik arrived in the 0.8. in August hut did not neet wltii 
S^/DOB staff officers until 10 Sapteabar 1S$6, Ibe period between his 
aetual arrival la the O.S. and the 10 Septenbw date was devoted to 
dlsonsslons with the Aaierlean Counlttee in New Ibric re the Paris Bloc of 
lAich Abrastehlk is chalxaan and to BNB orgaaiaatlonal aotivltlss la 
Toronto, Canada. Abrantchik was set at tha Onion Station Tsnainal by 

the undMignad ease officer and taken to the Raleigh Hotel where be 
stayed daring the entire eouree of the discaisaiaas. 

b. In order to spare CS^7/D0B and the X/SB/j/IXB umMoessory 
exposure to the dialeotles of fonatf AsqOOR operations and their sonewhat 
unpleasant and abrupt conolnsloas, the undersigned oase offleer net with 
Abremtehlk alone. These pre-conference dlscosslons were nost eatlsfaotory 
and afforded the undersigned an opportunity to regain sone of the rapport 
which had been lost with the snspeusion of Joint BNI01IA operational aotivl- 
ties in 195b. It oust be noted that Abrentehlk eppeared to be eoegilstely 
In a forgiving aood and the dlsousslons of foxner ABQUCB operatidna were 
satisfactorily oonoludad. Ko nention was made of the (30,000 due to the 
BUR as the beneficiary on the insuranoe arrangenent na^ with the ueiihers 

of A£9iaR team 2. 

o. ihs new operational conference began in s general fashion, 
Abremtehlk attenpted to bring the undersigned up-to-date on his political 
activity. ^ t^ of his subsequent reappclntasnt as ohalrnan of the 
Paris Bloc and its futils negotiations with tha American Oonalttee. 
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As a matter of general Interest, Abramteliilc Indicated that the ihneilean Com- 
mittee ms still domiitated by Basslan ii^rUlistlc thinking, and be ms very 
sceptical that the Paris Bloc would work in eonjunctiai with the American 
Oomdttea since the latter group atiU Insisted on a nan-predeterminatloo 
poUoy. 

d. Tomlag to operatloBal dstsUsa Abramtcbllc asked the case 
officer lather or not It was In his poser to stop the immigration of an 
Indiyidu^ whcM the Byeloiusslan agent Imilgratlon felt was a Soviet agent* 

He was tdld that this activity did not faU into the purview of tbs case - 
officer. However, If he would be willing to relate the detella. It would 
be possible to transmit thsa to the interested peepls^ Abnontehlk began by 
stating that an IndlvidnA by the name of BlUETKa or BEUSVXCH now living 
In Parle was attaiqiting to iadgrate to the U.S. As far ae Abrantcfaik knew, 
this person had already been granted e vlaa and was preparing for bis trip 
to the tt.S. the derogatory Infnnation as expressed by Abraatoblk Is as 
foUONSt 

In I 9 I 16 BEIKEVICB was a c onstant ecnpandon of a suspected BIS 
agent by tbs name of Alexander T Alahv Kjfl, abmt 50 years of age, now 
residing in Cleveland, Chlo* XAXSEVICB was ban In Klnak and cans 
to the U.S. about 3 Mntiis ago. nrlor to Woe Var II bs bad been a 
teacher in the Soviet Dnlcn. Inaadiately open bis arrival in the U.S*, 
lAlSBTICH begen a vidLant ea irp ai gn against the existing Byelorussian 
church in develand. Abramtehik noted that the younger einaants of 
this church gro(^ ware plaaniiig to InfUot physical punlslMeat on 
TAXSEVICH. Abramtehik disnaded this brash move, and the dsslre to 
tairt TLTSEVKJH manifested itself in a eodsl straining. BEUQ5VICH, 
according to Atarastoblk, seemed to be under the influenee of lAtSEVICH. 

Be wse known to be a constant coopanicn of TAiSEVICH while they were 
in Europe, and IA7SBVZCH spc nsar ed BSUKVXCB.'s limaigratlcn to the U.S. 
Ab ramteh ik suepeots that BSUCEVICB may have blackmail material on 
TAlSSnCH since BEIEKTICR was known to be a student at what Abramtehik 
termed a "spy aohooiie In Austria run by the Soviets in 19)i6. 

e. Another Cl poeslb lllty existed in Canada amotg the Byelorussian . 
groups. Ibere, Vladiinlr filAOVSKZ, an orthodox priest from irenoa, Iradgrated 
to Cansda under the auspices of the CHKABA organlsatloD which the Byelomssisn 
Irodgraticn feels is a eaenunlst front. Abramtehik noted that In and 
15U7 PINKOVSn had indicated bds intentioBs of going to the USSR. However, 

he Irmdgratad to Australia and beoema prondtunt In Byelorussian poUtlcs in 
Australia, prior to bis arrival in Canada. 

3 . 11 September 1956: 

a. While In Hunldi, Abramtehik had eentact with C— He 

askec if the latter could arrangs for the traaaioir of the EHR 

archivBS to a sera preferably the U.S. Ibis infonration was 

relayed to the undsrslgnsd via cabls. Ihe only stlpulatioiis set down by 
Abramtehik were that in the event of Byeloruselan independence these archives . 
would be returned to fits legal owners since they eootalnsd treatlea, political 
negotiations and other historical doeumants from the period 1917 to 21. 
abramttiilk inherited thaee fUee from President Zakharezuk upon the 
President’s death in 19Ut in Oemany. Abramtehik amuggled the more valuable 




patera of tho orobives among bis personal belongings to ft'anee and kept tbem 
talddsB in Paris until tiw eM of the Oeman oceopation. Hu second stipula- 
tion was for the adcrofUalng of the original documanta \fj tba U*S> and having 
then eatdlogusd under the supervlsian of a BIB historian, preferably 
Dr» Titant lumasb. Honever, Abraatehllc said this matter was not urgent. 

b. At this point of the confersnee, Abramtohik asked tbs under- 
signed case offioer for a "friend to friend" discussion. Ibe case offloer 
stated that bs mas honored to be so considered. Abraatchlk began by asking 
mbetber or not be should arrange for the Ijgailgratlon to the U.S. of his 
wife and son. The case officer indicated that although this mas Abramtehllc'a 
personal affair and no attaint was being made to prejudloe him in favor of 
an Anuiean imlgratlon, the fast that his family would be in the V.S. would 
easore the aafet; of his family and give Abramtohik peace of wind. AbramtehUc 
agreed. It was the opinion of the undersigned that Abramtohik' s mind was 
already made up, and be was seeking nottalBg more than a cooflnaation of bln 
vlswe. ' The benefits of Aaertean edosatlaa for bis son, who Is now 3 yeaxm 
old, and tbs ooqianienship offered among tbs Byelorusaian immigraticn In 

Hew York for bis wife were offered as additional inoentlves in favor of tba 
propped isBdgratlon* Abramtohik then asked whether or not the oase officer 
could assist In the proposed iMigration. Be was told to contact C 

~3 ebsm Abramtohik knows as C— SJ ^-3 aabascT’ and 

nave begin the motion. If ia ooeonss neoessary to asslat in tbo move, 

the aaaarsigiied would bo mors than glad in helping from th<s und- Abromteblk 
empressed some oonoem about an attampt on bis life by ttia BIS wbiA be felt 
was possibls at any acment. Be further ecpreased some anxiety about the 
welfare of his wife and child living in a Paris suburb. Hs then began to 
extol! the advantages of living in the U.S. and stated that he would ocntoot 
r~ upon his return to Paris by the middle of Bovenber. 

c. One of the first items on the agenda was the dlseossion of a 
reserve group of Syelorussian andgrees who could be used in a "hot" war 
aituatien. The proposed cadre group, Abraatchlk was tdd, would be used 
only In the event of a "hot" war aid in sipport of U.S. military oMectives. 
The plan, as outlined to Abramtohik, visualised a group of 10 to 15 
Byelorussians under the leadership of a PA, whether they be of the BHR 
mewberaMp or not, who oeold bo spotted, recruited, assesaod, and placed 
into nationality grctpe whloh would be organised under project AEISA0Y* 
Basically, the plan wnld take these persona from their permanent geographio 
loentlona to a previously deslguatod eite, i.e.. Ft. Bra^, *nd give them 
two weeks training. Under this arrangement, it would be poeslbls for the 
cadre group to he contained as a trained unit to develop an Bsprlt de cori» . 
Hm two week training would be given during the normal vacation period and 
would provide excellent cover. The only obligation on tba part of the 
cadre members would be to write to a latter drop and apprise the ease 
offloer of any ehangea in their personal status. 

d. Afaramichik was asked to sublet a list of persons in the 
Byslfliusslan Imaigrutioei in ths U.S. Ubcn he felt would be an asset to 
this activity. Abramtohik expressed hie intense desire to foster this 
activity and deemed it one of the most essential aetivltiaa that oan be 
undertaken during the oold war phase of world politice. Be injeotod, 
scoMiibat bitterly, the fiasco of earlier attenpts at the fomatlcn of a 
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«advB la OenMuy. He me reeasored ttiat these tvo a^;iroaebea had nothlag 
la BOmaa as far as organisation and disposition was concerned. Abr^ntchii 
anbslded in his attack and finally dropped the suhjeot. He agreed to fu. nish 
the oaee offleer with as nany naaas as he could obtain* He repeatedly aciked 
^Aether or not the naaaa could Include Indlyi duals now located In Canada^ 
England, Eranoe, Belglua, Oeraany and inatralia. Be waa told that the 
plan, as enrleaged at tbs present tins, mst remain practical and It 
certainly would not he practioal to alert the eleDHote in foreign caantrlea 
in tba ereot the activity is not approved. Abranteblk began a tdstorleal 
sujaaary on the need for eadre groups, noting that Oanaiy and Bissia had 
been preparii^ such elewents prior to World Mar n and were still in the 
process of developing this activity. He elted the exae^la at the Biaalan 
partisan groups dating World ttar II and the Osman oeoopaticn of Paris. 

e* BOwever, he reserved any dirsot ansser until be eo<d.d speak to 
Dr. Boris Bagnla, his fomsr operatlans chief, non residing in Canada, 
Abmtehik kept insisting that Ragola knew the location of any woorthahlle 
personalities and their status better than be. Since the voutarslgned was 
soet andous to neet mth Bagula, it was proposed that tslspboBS contact 
ba wads with Bagula and that bs be requasted to cone to Washington 
inasdiatsly for the talks. Ituraiatcbik etqpresssd the fact that bs was. 
aware that a war In the near future is highly inprobabla, but indicated 
that eadre of appraadnatAy a battalloo strength should bs organised. He 
was Infonsed that this waa la^aetieal as was attested 3 years ago, and a 
smIIst group desigued to porfom the original Ainetioes outlined in 19$3 
should be organised. 

U. 12 Septewber 1P$6; 

a. After several {Aone oalls to ■sdatei, Abreatdxlk finally con- 
tacted Boris Bagula. Bagula iufotwed Abrawtofalk that it would be rather 
difficult for hie, Bagula, to cone to Washington on such short notice since 
he had patients to whm he mat attend, and be could not find another 
doctor to take over his calls. However* as it dsvalcpa^ Bagula was able 
to wake arrangeneots and plamed to arrive the foUoidng day, 13 Saptenber, 
at 1000 houre. A fog delayed the flight and Bagula finally com to Washington 
at 1S15 hours. Ha registered at the Raleigh Hotel and utilised the double 
rocn irttieh Abrantehlk bad been using. 
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b. Prior to the actual arrival, the undsr^gned e ye officer began 
to dlseuse the possibla fate of the remaining neoiberB of ABQmR Ibae H 
with Abraatehlk. No mention was made of the $30,000 Insnranoe which would 
be dna to the Byelcnissien Hatlonel Council (BNIQ as the legal benefloierlea 
under the will made out by the leegLcen of Tama 2 prior to their dispatch. 
(This aa«mt ia now being covered under Project AEFRIMEB. Abrantohik,. 
dirlng the entire oouree of the conversation, felt that the tean is now 
either o^tured or dead. When asked-upcn what ba based this dselalon, he 
said that be was aofialnted personally with all of Ite B Bn b e ra , and if 
they wars alive they would either have exfiltrated or made oontaet ;through 
other means. A rather sketchy review of the W/T traffic was given to 
Abreatohlk.) 


0 . Eegardlng his Chief of Operaf^*'|^ 
indicated that he was not satisfied wlthNI 


'ula, 'Abrewtehik 
tion to Canada. 
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He relt that Besala'a opera ticoal talents eould bave best been utilised In 
fiir^. Samver, he neted that he had no eontrol enrer the sltuatioo and 
since Byelorussian BEDSQX operations were at their louest ebb, there vas 
no logical reason for Bagula to reoaln. He reit that ‘Uis only reason 
R ag n l a had inadgrated to Canada ms because of unsatisfactoar ease officer/ 
principal agent reletlooafalp. 3s hastily added that Hagola's nove vae 
acoBirttat iopulalTe. 

d. The conTeraatlcn retomed to the natter of a principal agent 
to take the place of Baenla. Abrantchlk stated that Ragula ahould renain 
knowledgeable of all activities) however, the suggestion made by the case 
o f f i cer that a prlneipal agent be nasdnated in the U .S. with ebon periodic 
contact would be walntalned- tws acceptable to Abrantohik. Uia ilret 
snggeatlan wee an Indivldial naasd (fnu) KAHUAK. Abrantohlk said that 
this person was a dsvoted nationalist, unaarried, woll-edacated, and had 
an inclinatlnn to sent clandestine work* He had never been exposed to 
operations and vould ratiuirs tralnUig. A ssoond person naoed by Abrantcblk 
Bs a poeslhLs PA wae Or.' Stanielae HRtHUSMICZ, now melding in FUladeipbla. 
Aecordlag to Abranteblk^ KHINEISHICZ is about 4o years old and a nan who had 
shown ertrsHB courage (tiring the Has! occupatlM of Byelonissia. AbreBtebik 
reflected that it waa t^on Dr. RRDiKUliIICZ's testimony before a Kasl nllitary 
tribunal that he« Abr antcfaik, received house arreat as punishment rather than 
being executed. Dr. HSTNUTIWICZ bad indicated that he wsold be uilltng to 

do anything in the way of aiding in the atruggle against the Sovlata. Be 
told AbranitchUc that he would be wilUng to accept a ocwnlasion in the D.S. 
Amy aa a Major in the M e d ical Corpe If Abrantohlk felt that this would aid 
in the struggle* hie logio being that he could be etatlcned at Halter Bead 
Hoepltal in Vashlngtsn, O.C. The undaxalgaed advised against snob an aetlen 
siiiee it was felt that If Dr. EBIKKIMHICI bad any potential, his primary 
ditlas to the Amy would preelnds his value to other aetlvlUes which may 
necsssltata travel. Abrsmteblk agreed and the natter was ended. 

e. In the general dlsonaaicn following the saleetloh of PA* a and . 
while awaiting tbs arrival of fiagola, Abramtchik asked, whether' .or not It 
'would be poaslbla for the undersigned ease officer to relate to' the 
interested area Branch or desk ths nans of Said Bey SAI^, Peysiillah 
Efendi Sokak 1313* Patih, Istanbul* Dirkey. Aeoordlng 'to Abrantohlk* this 
man is a elvUlan and la the grandson of the famous $AMIt who fought In 

the struggle against the Sissiana end the Turks. Me is a Circassian. 

Said Bay has been in contact with Abramtchlk through Paris Bloc activities 
and indicated in e rather general fashion that while Ahramtehlk was in the 
n.S.j If he had any contact with the Amarlean IntelUgenoa officials, tc 
pass the word that "we eould do anll-Boishsvlk work.* Abramtohik stated 
that Said Bey said earlier that be had been in ocntact with American Ditalll- 
genca in lUxkay* Howe'ver* the people wem young end iasature and were not 
dsflni'ta in their proposals. Hs atatad that ha had ^ oontacte 

uitbln the Caucaaos and bad people available in Iran and Afghtudatan for 
infiltration. He said that the HIS was doing aosia w<ork In thia field, bat 
that would ruin the potential. Said Bey fVirtber said that this work must 
be done without the Vnowledge of the Turks. This Infomatian 'waa passed to 
OSVT/K* aa 
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t. Dr. Boria Sagula arrlvad at approxSaately 163 O hours. The oaM 
officer, at first, found hi* to be a fairly oplalooat^ person. Since bis 
last eonbaot with ao7 Anerloan mteUisenoe officer was rather strslDSd, It 
was anticipated that tbs asetlng would be a continnatioa of the relati onshi p 
expeilsneed In Munich. However, during general Introduotory dlseassloBS with 
Ragola, the case officer found him to be receptive to suggeetloos although he 
ati.ll aal nt alned a alight air of siverlorl^. The case officer end the two 
principal agants went to an early dlonar to Insure adequate tijne to prepare 
the grocad work for eooerete t^eratlonal propoeals upon the arrival of 
DC/Sl^/DOB. During the dinner, the probleae of past operations were 
recanted and both partiaa agreed that nsuit’ ndstatos had been aada. Bagula 
again was erliieal «f tha way be bad bean handled by C— ^ ^ 

_H In fast, be stated, the reason for bis iMdgraiaan xo uanada rataar 
onan toe O.S. was prcnpted by this uqpleaMnt sssoelatlon. He indloated that 
these nsn did not understand bis prbUfltfwnd they told his they were wrely 
seting upon the orders of Hesd(|iiarts»» Bagola’s attitude was scoswUat 
tenpered Wbsn be was tdld that the ondsrsLeisd case eflloer was tha Bead- 
quarters nan of whos ha. bad bean so orltloal. It was eacplalned to Bagola 
that the Inaeoure sethod of sssssaasut, reemltVng, and geoaenl *sliq){iy* 
Iwmdllng of Byslarusalana at Louvain prompted tiw oorteUsent of Bydcmssian 
8SI6CK activities. Iha ondsrslffisd stated that be hoped both parties bad 
Isamed a lesson. At this point, Bapila added, <Vbat is past Is past. 

Millions of people have been lost In wars end we laist carry on our aetlvlty 
vagardlesa of teiq>orary setbatdts.* He would wslsane the op p ort u nity to work 
with the uadarslg^ oaso officer, c.^ ^ joined the group at Z10O 

hours. Ibe infonaatiau wfaieb bad been rexaveo to aurastohik was repeated for 
the sake of Bagnla, l.e., bat war planning, reorulting, and setting up of a 
PA spotting systos swong the ^elonisalsna. end ihe need for finding aee^^table 
oaniddates for BECSQX sdselons. El- r a v A s w ed soen of the new 

technical nethods avallahle at the present tins for in/on^tratlon end tbs 
higher degree of snooeas which could be assured, the undersiffaed told Bagola 
that tbs earner operational planning whldi envisioned a two or three year 
stay within tha Soviet Onion was not practical and anyone undertaking a 
BEDSQI nissictt now would be In the Soviet Union for a period of no aore than 
tts^se or four wetics. This nee tin g laatad oatll 2330 hours sad resulted in 
the foUoulngt 

(1) The ■& representatives agreed to engage in elandestine 
work Bubjeet to restrictions. However, knowledge of any BEDSQI. 

- activity would be United to Abrentehik, Bagula, and possibly the 
principal agent acadnated in tha D.S. for oontsti with the ease 
. officer. Dr. Vi taut nsttSH, with whan tha cBidarslgnsd had been In 
eontast, would no longer be considered for anything In the II field 
since Abranteblk personally felt that this nan would not have tbs 
oapahilltlea or interest la the intelllgenee- gathering aetivl^. 

(2) The BNB organisation praaldsnt and Bagula would look 
over the cadre potential for hot war activities In tbs U.S. end 
abroad. Abranteblk felt, that onoe this aetlvlty began and the 
younger elsnsnt Involved In tbs hot war cadre was payehologteally 
notlvated, there eilsted an axoallant opportunity of looating an 
action type oandldate fron among these elensnte for work now. 
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(3) RegairUag tba.’ natter of PJb, it bad been originally 
suggested that oi^ one suofa Individual be naned in the tT.S. - 
Bemver^ Abraatcfalk felt that this activity could be u^^aixled to 
In e ln de Ebglaadj france> Belgiun> Argentlna> and Australia* These 
nett vould^ not receive any renuueration frco the U.S« except, possibly, 
travel expenses. 

(1.) Upon the suggestion fron tbe undersigned, Abrantebik 
■ay noBlnate a seeretexy who would act as a spotter after boors, 
nis eeoiretary would have natural cover. ' As a secretary, be would 
be at&s to travel witb Abrantebik, axaeute secretarial responsibilities 
and naintein a list of pote nt ial candidates. Ahrontohlk indicated 
that be vst think this over since it was fairly cooDOn knouledge 
that his finances were extrenely limited and that be could not atford 
a private secretary. Therefore, he continued. It would be advisable, 
in bis opinion, to es into in several unpaid spotters in the countries 
■aniloned prevlensly. HoifeTer, awng the persens he has Indicated he 
would consider for tbe secretarial position was an IndlvidBal naned 
Ibeodcre CSUFIEJODK, a' graduate of Louvain University in Belgian and 
now residing In CU^forwia. Be was a graduate of Qemsn Offlcera 
Sohod in duiing World War H. 

($y Kgarding Anstralla and Argentina, Abrantebik stated he 
would do ail in bis power to aecunulate the names of potential oandidates 
in ti^e areas. Be held that Argentina bolds sneh preed-ss beeaase those 
Byeloruasian emigres who have settled in that cnmtry have not assimilated 
into the eeoaaBle or the culture of Argentina. As far as Australia la 
eoncernad, ' Abranboblk held high ho^s for this area noting that the 
finest of tha. Byeloruaelan Intelleetual enigres were now located in 
jUistralla and as their Argentinian eounterparta were having a hard 
time blending into the Australian way of life. 

(6) Abraatohik originally intended to return to Parle by 
the middle of October. However, it was quite obvious that the prospect 
of aii orgaidtatlonal trip to Argentina intrigued bin. Prompted by the 
oase offloar. Hr. Abrantohik said he would apply to the American Conslttee 
for fihanclai assistance to make tbe Argentl^an trip. His reason for 
the trip would be ostensibly to attes^t to nsutralise the extensive 
"Betoxn to the Homeland" propaganda of the M i kha i l ov Conmittee. 

(Note. Following this dimusaloa, the president of B8B contacted tbe 
American ConmlttM and outlined hia proposal. This was tsntatlvaly 
agreed to by the ismrlean Caosnlttee, and Hiss Jill Holton of the 10/5 
office called .9 tbs imdarslgned case officer to infom him of tbe 
Abrantdiik move, aak^' y idietbar or not we were aware of tbe action.) 

At the preaent tiae,‘^.l^u^tchik. la in Canada for a minor operation 
tindar tbe nadical care of Or. Bagula. Abramtchik made one interesting 
observation idiioh merits a notaUon at this time. He -felt that those 
Arsons returning to Byelorussia from tbe Argentine held tremendous 
promiae as potenUal internal contacts. When asked for the reason 
behind the atatement, Abramtchik said that once they bad retunued to 
the Soviet Union end bad eoq>erienoed the conditioos he would describe to 
them bn his trip, patriotism and discontent will increase. 
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VC/ss/l/OCB told Abrsmtehlk that the anderaigned ease officer would woko the 
trip to South jinMrifot to coordluate hie actlwltlos with our oftteee and . 
ofiTer guidance. 

(7) Begaeding a trip to lsstr^a« Abramtohik not too
